To Kill Buys 


By spraying at 4 P.M, 
you can kill more house~ 
flies and cockroaches with 
less insecticide, 

According to tests con- 
ducted by an Agricultural 
Research Service entomol- 
ogist, more household 
pests died after they were 
sprayed at 4 P,M, than at 
any other time, Flies ap- 
pear to be most active 
then and roaches seem to 
be starting their most ac- 
tive period, 

Tests were run24hours 
a day up to three days in 
a series of experiments 
over a two-year period, 
More than 4,000 roaches 
and 20,000 flies were test- 
ed,

Cost Money 
To Raise 


AsS most parents are 
aware, it costs money to 
rear a child, But have you 
ever thought about justhow 
much it does cost and how 
much goes for food? 

‘*\ recent study shows 
that a farm family may 
spend between $15,000 and 
$27,000 to rear a child at 
1961 price levels,’’ reports 
Dorothy Overbey, Ex- 
tension consumer educa- 
tion specialist, ‘‘Of this, 
about $4,300 to $6,400, or 
25 per cent, is spent for 
food, Family size and com- 
position, total family 
income as well as the lo- 
cation, and general eco- 
nomic environment in- 
fluence family living costs, 

“Naturally food costs 
increase with age, varying 
from $130 for a child under 
1 year of age at the low 
cost level to $490 for a 
17 year old at the liberal 
cost plan. 

Managers of a full- 
fledged family are probably 
well aware of the cost of 
rearing children, adds the 
home economist, But in- 
formation about these and 
other costs can provide 
“food for thought’’ for the 
young couple planning a 
family.

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Depcriment of Agriculture Urges

R. C, ‘‘Red’’ Bamberg,’ 
Chairman of the Alabama 
State Technical Action 
Panel said recently that 
the Department of Agri- 
culture had instructed its 
rural development special- 
ists to ‘‘end the migration 
of rural people to large 
cities by helping small 
communities revitalize 
themselves.”’ 

Mr. Bamberg said in- 
structions had been sent 
by Assistant Secretary 
John -—A, Baker to all the 
field staffs of USDA agen- 
cies urging them to expand 
efforts to: 

“End The Exodus of 
People. « es 

“End the migration of 
rural people to large cities 
by helping small commu- 
nities revitalize them- 
selves,’ the U, S, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 
recently directed its rural 
development specialists. 

In a statement to all 
USDA agencies with field 
staffs engaged in rural 
areas development work, 
Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture John A, Baker 
instructed them to expand 
efforts to; 

. . «Provide assistance 
to multi-county planning 
and development groups. 

. . .£xtend services and 
benefits of all Federal 
agencies into rural areas. 

. . .Help rural commu- 
nities make economic de- 
velopment plans and secure 
services needed to carry 
out the plans. 

The Assistant Secre- 
tary’s action emphasized 
the importance of the tech- 
nical action panels that the 
Secretary of Agriculture 
has ordered established in 
each state and the approxi- 
mately 3,000 rural counties 
to work with local com- 
munity development or- 
ganizations. ‘“‘Basically, 
what the Department is do- 
ing,’’ Baker explains, ‘‘is 
realigning andfortifying its 
field offices to insure that 
rural communities do not 
miss out on help available 
from any source in their 
development program, 

“‘We have established 
a ‘‘one-stop’’ service. con- 
cept in every rural county 
to enable local leaders to 
(1) get help they need in 
finding out what is imped- 
ing the development of their 
local economy, (2) obtain 
assistance in preparing 
economic development 
plans, and (3) tap all gov- 
ernment and private ser= 
vices that can be used to 
turn dreams into reality.” 

Membership of the tech- 
nical action panels at the 
state level consists of the 
heads of all Department of 
Agriculture agencies that 
have State offices, The 
heads of all other govern- 
ment agencies that provide 
support in the development 
of rural areas are invited 
to become members, The 
panels are assisted by the 
directors of the Extension 
Service, whoin some States 
also serve as panel mem- 
bers. 

The State Director of 
the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration serves as 
Chairman, the Soil Con- 
servation Service State 
Conservationist isCo 
Chairman, and the State 
Executive Director of the
